IP seeks to cut gas rates

Illinois Power Company Tuesday 
announced that it is requesting a 
rate change which will reduce 
natural gas rates to industries 
designed to make the IP territory a 
more attractive place for industry to 
move and stay. 

If approved by the Illinois Com- 
merce Commission, the new rates 
may have some effect on residential 
gas bills, but higher fixed charges 
are likely to offset much of the 
reduction in natural gas charges for 
residences. 


THE REQUESTED reduction for 
natural gas rates is about 2.9 per- 
cent, or about $13.9 million annually 
However, for residential customers, 
an increase of approximately $2 a 
month would be assessed for “‘mon- 
thly facility or fixed charges to more 
accurately the cost of providing 
natural gas service.’ That would 
fise from $7.50 a month to $9.50 a 
month. 

Bills also are affected by a ‘‘pur- 
chased natural gas adjustment’’ 
previously approved by the ICC 
which allows utilities to pass on in- 
creases in the price of natural gas 
directly to the customers. 

According to Al Adams of IP’s 
rate division, the company 
estimates that the net effect of the 
Proposed lower rate for natural gas,

the increase in the fixed monthly 
charge and the purchased gas ad- 
justment will increase customers’ 
bills by approximately $2 a month 
for seven months of the year and will 
reduce the bills the remaining five 
months of the year. 

Adams estimates that November 
1984 bills for the average household 
would drop 68-cents per household 
compared to November 1983, and the 
decline would be $2.24 in December, 
$6.52 in January, $5.95 in February 
and $3 in March, compared to the 
same months of the previous year. 


THEREFORE, if Adams’ predic- 
tions are true, the average 
household would pay $4.39 less per 
year than under the current rate 
plan, even though the bill increases 
$2 per month during the seven 
warmest months of the year. 

Explaining that the rates will 
reduce during the peak heating 
season, another IP spokesman said, 
“That's exactly the opposite of what 
the ICC wanted." The ICC has en. 
couraged the highest utility rates 
during the peak seasons to en- 


courage efficiency and a reduction 
in energy use. Electricity, for exam- 
ple, is higher in the summer, during 
the air conditioning season, than in 
the winter. 


According to a news releasefrom ‘ 


IP, the reductions to industrial and 
commercial customers, ranging 
from 2.5 percent to 11.7 percent are 
“an attempt to retain existing large 
industrial customers and discourage 
them from switching to an alternate 
fuel, and to keep the company’s 
natural gas rates competitive in at- 
tracting new industry to its ter- 
ritory.”’ 


“ENERGY COSTS are a very im- 
portant factor considered by major 
industry in locating new plants. 
These revisions to industrial gas 
rates will make Illinois Power Co. 
competitive in attracting new in- 
dustry and jobs to Illinois. The reten- 
tion of large industrial gas 
customers will result in lower rates 
for all customers, including residen- 
tial customers,” the news releasé 
says. 

The requested reduction in the 


price of natural gas was made possi 
ble by three factors, the news 
release said — an improvement in 
cash flow requirements due to re 
cent improvements made to the 
calculation of the Purchased Gas 
Adjustment; a reduction 
operating and maintenance expense 
resulting from cost reduction efforts 
by the company, and an improve 
ment in the general economy pro- 
viding increased sales of natural 
gas 

THE PROPOSED reduction in 
rates for natural gas is designed to’ 
keep gas rates competitive with 
alternate fuels such as coal and oil 
The increase in the monthly facility 
charge, on the other hand, is design 
ed to “more accurately reflect the 
cost of providing natural gas ser 
vice,"’ including meters, meter 
reading and other fixed services, a 
spokesman said. 

For the approximately 11,000 IP 
customers whd do not heat their 
homes with gas, the proposed rates, 
if adopted by the ICC, would in 
crease their monthly rates by $24 a 
year, For the remaining approx 
imately 338,000 customers who do 
use gas for heating, the net effect 
should be a reduction of about $4.39 a 
year.

The “good news’’ is that the new 
five-year [Illinois road program 
unveiled last week speeds comple- 
tion of Interstate 255 here, local of- 
ficials note 

The ‘‘bad news” is that the ac- 
celerated program depends on 
prompt scheduling of auto exhaust 
testing in Madison-St. Clair counties 
to avoid loss of federal highway 
funds, state officials say. Many 
persons assert that such tests are 
not needed in order for this area to 
meet air quality goals. 

‘The 1-255 project that will link with 
circumferential 1-270 is seen as 
being completed up to a year earlier 
than previously estimated. . 

In fiscal 1985 (July 1984 to June 
1985), statewide Interstate con- 
struction and rehabilitation will 
total 96 miles at a cost of $174 
million. New construction will in- 
clude four miles of six-lane 
pavement and bridges on 1-255 at a 
cost of $47 million. 

For the remaining four-year 
period, 308 miles of aging Interstates 
are to be rehabilitated for $528 
million. 

The four-year program also in- 
cludes $163 million in Interstate 
construction—$128 million to 
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Fits all standard size nuts and 
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complete 1-255, plus funds for such 
tasks as adding lanes to 1-290 in 
DuPage County. Also listed is 
construction of welcome centers at 
stateline locations as part of an 
expanded tourism program. 

Southwestern Illinois road and 
bridge building and repair work in 
the year starting July 1 will amount 
to $145 million. This will increase to 
$375 million over the five years, 
Dlinois Transportation Secretary 
John Kramer said. 

Ten-county District 
allocations include: 

—$45 million’ to resurface and 
improve Interstates 55, 70, 64 and 55- 
70, with part of this spent to 
rehabilitate the Poplar Street 
Bridge over the Mississippi River. 

—$28 million to finish relocating 
U.S. Highway 51 between Lebanon 
and Carlyle and extending it toward 
1-44. 

—$26 million to rehabilitate the 
U.S. 67 bridge from Alton to north St. 
Louis County. 

—And $16 million to improve the 
Martin Luther King-Veterans 
Bridge between St. Louis and East 
St. Louis. 

1-255 progress has been linked to 
regional efforts to promote com- 
mercial, industrial and employment 
expansion. A 14-mile section from 
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the new Jefferson Barracks Bridge 
near Dupo to Illinois Route 15 may 
be finished late this year. 

Ill. Rt. 157 at Belt Line Road in 
Collinsville is to be expanded and 
improved for $864,000 during the 
next five years and a mile of Rt. 111 
in Washington Park will be widened 
and resurfaced at ‘a cost of 
$1,500,000. 

Kramer said the $900 million 
Illinois road plan for 1984-85 utilizes 
$536 million in federal revenue, 
including about $100 million in U.S. 
funds subject to air pollution 
progress in the Chicago area and 
Metro East. 

Another $340 million will come 
from such state sources as gasoline 
taxes and license fees and $24 
million will be derived from local 
sources. 

Governor, James’ R. Thompson 
said the five-year plan totals $4.36 
billion, adding that it will reduce the 
backlog of rough roads and unsafe © 
bridges. and also generate added 
construction jobs. 

“With major rehabilitation of 1,025 
miles, construction of 42 miles of 
new highway and rebuilding or 
replacement of 500 bridges, we will 
move ahead as quickly as possible to 
upgrade the road network so vital to 
the overall economy,” Thompson 
said. 

‘Increased state and federal 
revenues are enabling us to un- 
dertake programs of such scope that 
by the end of this 1984 construction 
season more than 3,000 miles of 
roads and 850 bridges will have been 
improved in some way or put under 
construction. 

“We have virtually doubled the 
accomplishments from the same 
time last year. Additional money 
from highway user fees is allowing 
Illinois not only to match every 
federal aid dollar to which we are 
entitled, but even to take advantage 
of $19 million in U.S. revenue that 
other states. were unable to match 
and had to forfeit. 

“The federal highway program is

KENNEL COUGH 


The term “kennel cough” relers to certain 
contagious canine respiratory diseases that 
are common among dogs that are confined 
together. It occurs most often during hot, 
humid weather. I! yoo board your dog, show 
him, or keep a number of dogs in your 
household, there is a chance your pet might 
contract the disease 


The primary symptom is a dry, hacking 
cough which generally appears after 
exercise. In more severe cases, this cough 
is accompanied by watery eyes, a runny 
nose, and a moderate fever. If any of these 
symptoms appear, treatment should be 
sought immediately. If left to run its 
course, kennel cough can develop into 
pneumonia. Though there is no cure for the 
disease, your veterinarian can prescribe 
medication to alleviate symptoms and 
prevent pneumonia and other serious 
complications, 


In order to minimize the risk.of your dog 
contracting the disease, try to keep him 
separated from others known to have it 
Also, if you must board your dog, try to pick

Tuition policy 
on state officials 


Responding to criticism of big 
tuition reimbursements to 
prominent administration officials, 
Gov. James R. Thompson last week 
instituted a uniform for 
education tuition payments for 
employees under his control. 

The policy on directors, deputy 
directors’ and assistant directors 
calls for the state to reimburse for 
tuition and lab fees only, with up to 
80 percent paid upon satisfactory 
completion of a course, possibly 
increased to 100 percent if approved 
by the governor’s chief of staff.

The Ilinois-American Water Com- 
Pany would charge $6,154 to run a 
water main extension across Klein 
Street to the opposite sidewalk, fron- 
ting the Bissell Street Apartments, 
in order to install a fire hydrant 
there, Venice aldermen were advis- 
ed at Tuesday night’s city council 
meeting. 

Ina letter to Third Ward Alder- 
man John Ervin, chairman of the 
aldermanic fire committee, Bobby 
Patton, Ilinois-American distribu- 
tion chairman, said the company 
also would require a city resolution 
and the deposit of the entire amount 
of the cost. 

He also noted the $6,154 charge is 
for the main extension only and in- 
‘stallation of the fire hydrant, itself, 
would be at the utility firm's ex- 


“‘It looks to me like they just threw 
us out of the ballpark,” Mayor 
Tyrone Echols commented to the 
council members. 

The letter referred to an inquiry 
from the city council, which earlier 
discussed installing’ a- new fire 
hydrant closer to the ‘apartment 
complex, after concern was ex 
ed by Fourth Ward Alderman Victor 
Valentine Sr. 

. Valentine told the council at its 
last session that the nearest fire 
hydrants, presently located across 
the roadway on Circle Drive and 
Meridian Street, are too far away 
from the apartment buildings. 

At that time, he was reassured by 
Venice Fire Chief Bill Meehan that 
his department had sufficient hose 
to reach all the apartment complex, 
but that he also, would like to see an 
additional fire plug in the area. 

After the Illinois-American letter 
was read, there were no further 
comments from the aldermen. 


Progress is being made in obtain- 
ing equipment for the new Venice 
Senior Citizen's Center and also in 
the acquisition of a van-bus for use 
by the seniors, Mayor Echols 
reported. 

A tentative date for a ribbon- 
cutting ceremony at the center will 
not be set until furnishings are 
secured and specific items-on the 
structure have been completed, the 
mayor advised. 

“There is no use having a ribbon 
cutting as there is nothing in there 
yet. We may not get ali the things 
we've asked for, but we hope they 
will come up with most of it,”’ the 
mayor commented. 

He noted the items requested from 
the Southwestern Illinois Area Agen- 
cy on Aging cost nearly $6,000. 

Second Ward Alderman George 
Mangiaracino commented on the 
number of dogs running loose in the 
town. 

“I'm a bit leery about these dogs 
since I’ve been bitten,” the alder- 
man said, noting that he was recent- 
ly bitten by a dog on both legs while 
he was walking on Klein Street. 

Although he commiserated with 
the alderman, Mayor Echols said, 
“You are chairman of the police 
committee and I think you could see 
the dog catcher about this (situa- 
tion). 

“I believe you can impress the 
facts upon him better than anyone 
under the circustances,"’ Mayor 
Echols said to Alderman 
Mangiaracino. Venice Police 
Sergeant Joe Meehan also is the city 
dog catcher. 

In other business: 

First Ward Alderman John Fleig 
reminded residents that city 
licenses for dogs are due June 1, 
with a vaccination certificate re- 
quired to purchase a license. 

He also asked City Comptroller 


Roseann Koelker to compile a list of 
persons with outstanding repair per- 
mits, those dwellings that. have not 
been brought up to standard or in- 
spected and the names of persons to 
which occupancy permits have been 
granted. 

“I believe we should bring it (in- 
formation) out on the floor. We've 
got the ordinances and we're not do- 
ing anything about it,” he said, 
referring to dwellings now being oc- 
cupied without inspection and 
authorization. 

At the last meeting, Fleig brought 
to the council’s attention instances 
of dwellings housing families when 
the only permit issued to the owner 
authorized him to make Fepairs 
prior to occupancy.

Granite City Mayor Paul Schuler 
said Tuesday that he is not in favor 
of a real estate tax increase that 
may come about as a result of an ap- 
pellate court decision.

Says media one-sided on emissions test 


To the Editor, 

n April 30, the EPA announced 

jt it was imposing restrictions on 
federal highway funding because the 
state of Illinois had failed to for- 
mulate a plan to establish a vehicle 
inspection and maintenance (I/M) 
program in Chicago and the Metro- 
East area, including Madison Coun- 


ty. 

The media has presented a rather 
one-sided point of view on this action 
which portrays the EPA as the nasty 
villian. One editorial cartoon 
depicted a villianous EPA official 
holding a gun to the head of the poor 
citizen to force inspection 
maintenance regulations. 


The timing of the announcement 
at the outset of the most ambitious 
construction program in recent 
years in Madison County adds fur- 
ther to the image of Big Brother 
governmental pressure tactics that 
the press had presented. 

The action by EPA did not just 
materialize out’of the clear blue, as 
the press has led up to believe. Il- 
linois submitted a state implementa- 
tion plan in 1979 (to satisfy re- 
quirements of the Clean Air Act). 


We admitted at that time that we 
could not meet the National Ambient 
Air Quality Standards in Madison 
County for ozone and carbon monox- 
ide by the 1982 deadline. 

EPA granted us a five-year exten- 
sion to work on our problem — con- 
tingent upon our implementing a 
vehicle emission inspection and 
maintenance program by December 
1982 

We hose to ignore the I/M pro- 
gram we committed ourselves to. In 
fact, in 1982 we failed to submit a 
report to EPA. On Aug. 3, 1983, EPA 
again proposed to restrict construc- 
tion funds to Madison County 
because of our nose-thumbing de- 
fiance to come up with a program. 

The press has failed to inform the 
public that federal funding for 
highways is still available for safety 
projects, mass transit projects and 
transportation projects that im- 
prove or maintain air quality. 

Inspection maintenance programs 
are part of EPA's strategy for 
meeting air quality standards. 
These programs in other sections 
have successfully lowered air pollu- 
tion levels by requiring periodic in-

Proposes further help for crime victims 


To the Editor: 

During Crime Victims’ Week we 
were all painfully reminded of the 
dual indignities experienced by vic- 
tims of crime. 

First, they sustain financial losses 
and/or physical and mental injuries 
which frequently have a permanent 
and devasting impact on their lives. 

Then, they often encounter un- 
necessary insensitivity and ag- 
gravation as they perform their 
civic duties in an attempt to bring 
the perpetrators to justice. 

While no one disputes that our 
Constitution demands due process 
for the alleged perpetrator of any of- 
fense, no matter how heinous, our 
search for justice for the victim of a 
crime or his survivors must be 
equally rigorous. 

I recently cosponsored legislation 
entitled the Victims of Crime 
Assistance Act of 1984, which seeks 
to address some of these problems 
by providing a degree of federal 
financial aid for compensation and 
assistance programs for victims of 
crimes. - 

It should be noted that the role of 
the national government in the war 
against violent crime is somewhat 


limited under our federal system. 

Aside from addressing constitu- 
tionally enumerated crimes, such as 
counterfeiting, and those with in- 
terstate or foreign elements, the 
federal government can only serve, 
first, as a model to the states, and, 
second, as a facilitator of state ef- 
forts. 

The victims of Crime Assistance 
Act fulfills both of these functions. 

This legislation would create a 
crime victims assistance fund, but it 
does so without any increase in the 
federal budget ‘deficit because it 
would not require any appropriation 
of federal funds. 

In fact, the sources of the funding 
would generate enough money to ac- 
complish the purposes of the act and 
a potential surplus. 

The funds would be collected 
from: First, all criminal fines col- 
lected from convicted federal defen- 
dants, and second, from the pro- 
ceeds of any contract entered into by 
a defendant for the sale of book or 
movie rights arising from his 
criminal act. 

It is estimated that these elements 
would generate from: $45 million to 
$75 million a year. 


in addition, this bill gives a victim 
of crime the right to speak at federal 
parole hearings about the impact a 
defendant's crime has had on his or 
her life. 

Under the provisions of this bill, 

half of the total collected would be 
made available to states for direct 
vietim compensation. 
, Thirty-four percent of the fund 
would also be available to states to 
support their victim assistance pro- 
grams. 

The remaining 20 percent would 
support federal law enforcement 
agencies in establishing victims’ 
assistance programs and services. _ 

We must not be deaf to the pleas of 
those who have beeff victimized. 

Without the cooperation of vic- 
tims, the criminal justice system 
would collapse. 

We must not forget that the 
criminal justice system is designed 
to protect all of us. This legislation 
would more fully protect all of us. 
This legislation would more fully 
protect the rights and needs of those 
who have been victimized.

Early applications 
for passports urged 


A 12 percent increase in passport - 
applications this year and the ap- 
proach of the vacation season are 
causing passport processing time to 
lengthen, according to Granite City 
Postmaster Jack D. Wilkins, whose 
post office is one of 900 across the 
U.S. that accept passport ap- 
plications. 

“Normally, an applicant can 
receive his or her passport within 
two or three weeks,” Wilkins says. 
“But at this time of year, we ask 
travelers going abroad to apply for 
passports as soon as possible before 
their trip. They simply are taking 
unnecessary chances by delaying.” 

Applicants must have proof of 
citizenship, proof of identification 
and two 2x2-inch portrait-type 
photos. 

Passports for applicants over 18) 
are valid for ten years and cost $35 
plus a $7 “execution fee” in most 
cases. Passports for applicants 
under 18 are valid for only five years 
— because applicants’ appearance 
changes more rapidly — and cost $20 
plus a $7 execution fee, if applicable.

: Thompson urges more funding 
\, for coal research projects 


Governor James R. Thompson met 
with top coal company executives 
and labor representatives last week 
to discuss his proposal for stepping 
up coal research and explore solu- 
tions to the problems associated 
with Illinois’ high-sulfur coal. 

“The acid rain proposals now 
under national discussion pose 
serious problems for Midwestern 
companies and this region's 
economy,” Thompson said. ‘These 
‘solutions’ offer industry only two 
options — swallow the enormous 
costs of installing pollution control 
equipment or switch to low-sulfur 
coal. In either case, coal markets 
will be lost and the Midwest will suf- 
fer disproportionately. 

“I have-called this up to the 
Executive Mansion so that we can 
examine the situation and work 
together to find to find creative solu- 
tions to the problem facing the coal 
industry," Thompson said 

The governor said the administra- 
tion’s proposals are detailed in a 
special message sent to the General 
Assembly a week ago today. Includ- 
ed in the initiative are: 

— A request for $5 million in new 
Coal Development Bond Funds in 
Fiscal Year '85 to demonstrate in- 
novative coal-use technologies. 

— A commitment to seek $15 
million in new Coal Development 
Bond Funds in FY '85 to 
demonstrate innovative coal-use 
technologies. 

— A request for $5 million to 
develop cost-efficient §precombus- 
tion desulfurization. 

The governor told the coal officials 
and union representatives that since 
1980, Illinois has committed $4 
million to new coal research and 
more than $53 million for 
demonstrations of sulfur removal 
technologies, including the KilnGas 
project in Alton, which is to supply 
energy to Illinois Power Co. using I!- 
linois coal. 

The Governor's Coal Bond Fund 
program, administered by the 
Department of Energy and Natural 
Resources, is currently providing 
support to six technology 
demonstrations, using more than 
$36.5 million in bond funds. Another 


$24 million is being provided in State* 


Capital Development Funds. This 
represents the state’s share in pro- 
jects worth approximately $280 
million at Illinois utilities, industries 
and institutions. In addition, the Il- 
linois Coal Research Board was 
established in 1981 to coordinate and 
fund sulfur-removal research. 

“The coal industry and the state 
can help each other on several 
fronts," Thompson said. “With 


St. Elizabeth 


cooperation in coal research, 
technology development’ and coal 
marketing, we'll make twice as 
much progress. And it is essential 
for this administration to hear from 
coal companies on how state govern- 
ment can assist them, both within I- 
linois’ borders and in Washingtone 
D.C. 

Thompson emphasized the need 
for moving quickly to find answers 
to the problems associated with us- 
ing high-sulphur coal. “Under one 
national proposal being con- 
sidered,”” Thompson said, “‘Iilinois 
coal production would be cut by 
almost 40 million tons by the year 
2000. That translates into 39,000 jobs 
lost and probably gone forever.”” 

The Governor's Executive Con- 
ference on Illinois Coal, which con- 
vened at the Executive Mansion, 
was the first meeting of its kind bet- 
ween the administration and coal of- 
ficials.

Madigan aiding 
taxing bodies on 
Mandates Act 


House speakers Michael J. 
Madigan last week told local 
government officials of a new policy 
designed to obtain compliance with 
the State Mandates Act. 

“Local bodies throughout the state 
have effectively voiced concern over 

required implement 

by the state 

without receiving the necessary 
funding,” Madigan said. 

“This year an effort was intitiated 
to amend the constitution to require 
a three-fifths vote to pass laws which 
require expenditures of local funds 
for programs required by the state. 

“While that effort was not suc- 
cessful, we have all become aware 
of the real problems and I intend to 
initiate a three-point program to 
help ease the problem.” 

The speaker's program provides: 

1. All bills currently on the House 
calendar which require a state 
Mandate Act not will be held unti the 
note is filed. 

2. Local government associations 
will be provided a report on 
legislation to which the mandates 
act may apply. 

3. Legislators will be asked to 
withdraw a language or amend- 
ments seeking to exempt a par- 
ticular bill from the mandates act. 

“The act was created to provide 
protection to local government and 
taxpayers so that costly programs 
are not forced on them without 
funding. This is an important func- 
toon and we should do everything 
possible to see to it this is ac- 
complished,” Madigan said.

Generally speaking, an injured worker will have 
his medical and hospital bills paid by the 
employer. In addition, he is entitled to receive 35 
of his gross average weekly wage while he is 
off. Finally, if the employee sustains a perma- 
nent injury to a particular part of the body, he is 
entitled to compensation for this loss of use. 

Frequently the question arises as to what 
types of work injuries qualify for these benefits. 
Minois law requires that the injury “arise out of” 
and be incurred “‘in the course of’’ the employ- 
ment period. This means that the injury must 
occur within the hours the employee normally 
works and at a place where the employee can 
reasonably be expected to be found while work- 
ing. ' 

One important question arises when an 
employee leaves‘his employment for a short 
period of time to perform some non- 
employment related activity. The issue in these 
cases is whether the employee is covered by 
workmen's compensation benefits if he is in-

His employer claimed that when he went to 
the visit a friend, he was on 4 mission of his own 
and that therefore the accident did not arise out 
of and in the course of employment. The injured 
worker argued that although the visit to the 
friend was a personal deviation from his normal 
employment, he had returned to the course of 
his employment when the accident occurred 
because he wes on a highway where a taxi 
driver could reasonably be expected to be. 


The Court in this case ruled that the worker 
had not returned to the course of his employ- 
ment. They reasoned that since he was only 
authorized to operate within the city limits of 
Chicago, he was not covered by workmen's 
compensation when he took a personal detour 
for his own purposes and left the city limits in so 
doing.

cost will be reduced 
for armed services 


A reduction in premium costs for 
Servicemen’s Group Life Insurance 
(SGLI) coverage will result in three 
million persons sharing savings of 
more than $47 million, the Veterans 
Administration announced this 
week. The reduced premiums are ef- 
fective July 1. 

The monthly premium for max- 
imum SGLI coverage of $35,000 will 
be $2.80. Presently it is $4.06. 

The decrease will result in annual 
savings of $33.2 million for active- 
duty military personnel and $14.2 
million for ready reservists with 
full-time coverage. 

More than 99 percent of eligible 

“service members have SGLI protec- 

tion. The program is supervised by 
the VA, but administered by the 
Prudential Insurance Co. as 
primary insurer and participated in 
by other commercial companies. 

The program insures officer and 
enlisted members of the Army, 
Navy, Air Force, Marine Corps and 
Coast Guard and commissioned 
members of the National Oceanic 
and Atmospheric Administration 
and the Public Health Service. 
Cadets and midshipmen at the four 
service academies and members of 
the ready reserves also are offered 
SGLI coverage. 

The program began in 1965 with 
coverage limited to $10,000. Max- 
imum coverage was subsequently 
increased by Congress on three oc- 
‘casigns, most recently on Dec. 1,
